All  plants  listed  in  this  catalogue  have  been 
transplanted  at  least  twice  and  all  are  guaranteed  to  be  strongly  rooted,  and  with  ordi- 
nary care  will  give  excellent  results  the  first  season  after  planting,  bearing  in  mind  that 
from  the  beginning  of  October  to  the  end  of  May  are  the  most  favorable  times  for 
planting.
